New Amphibious 
Landing Brings 
A s s a u l t F r o m 
B r i t i s h Ships

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Oct. 15 (A l’)—The main 
forces of the Allied Fifth Army poured across the Volturno 
river into newly won bridgeheads today, and dispatches from 
Lt. Gen. Mark VV. C lark’s battle headquarters said the British 
and Americans were throw ing the enemy back along the 
entire front from the west coast to the mountain backbone 
of Italy. 
The message telling of decisive gains all along the front 
in the course of furious and bloody fighting was received after 
an Allied headquarters communique had disclosed th a t Brit­ 
ish infantry and tanks had landed from British vessels on the 
north side of the Volturno’s mouth early W ednesday simul­ 
taneously with a frontal assault across the stream by Amer­ 
ican and British infantry and engineers. 
Ships Blast Enemy In Hills 
Rolling up the enem y’s coastal anchor, this amphibious 
force quickly dug in positions along a canal, while British 
Naval guns belched steel into the strong German defensive 
positions behind the coastal railroad line on high ground four 
miles north of the river. 
While the British destroyers, Laforey and Lookout, and 
the Netherlands gunboat Flores hurled tons of explosives 
into the hills, a terrific fight raged along the coast. 
The 
Germans obviously had been uneasy over the possibility of 
such a landing—the first amphibious operation undertaken 
by the Fifth Army since its original arrival on the Salerno 
beaches— and had concentrated huge artillery groups in the 
dominating heights and in the lower ground. 
Meanwhile American troops stormed the heights north­ 
east of Capua in the face o f deadly German resistance and 
consolidated their hold on the high ground screening the all- 
im portant Capua bridgeheads where the m ajor body of tht 
Fifth Army was stream ing into the offensive. 
(A German broadcast said today the Allies had “superior 
infantry and tank forces on both sides of Capua.’’) 
Foe Launches Counter-Attacks 
At almost all points north of the river, reports from 
Clark’s headquarters said, the Germans were counter-attack­ 
ing sharply and bitterly, time after time, employing tanks in 
desperate efforts to retard or dislodge the Allies at key points. 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s E ighth Arm y also ad­ 
vanced on the inland sector of the trans-peninsular front and 
captured the town of Casacalenda, five miles northw est of 
Bonefro and on the north side of the Cigno river. Casacalenda 
I is 20 miles southwest of Termoli and about an equal distance 
northw est of Campobasso. 
Air action announced today included a Flying Fortress 
sweep 50 miles above Rome into central Italy to attack rail­ 
way installations at Terni, on the main enemy supply route 
to the battle zone. 
At the same time Liberators bombed the east coast rail­ 
way north of Pescara and Mitchells raided the Argos air­ 
drome, in the Aegean, creating extensive damage among 27 
enemy planes parked on the field.
